ALEX. H. STEPHENS ON PEACE.

The Doctrine of State Sovereignty.

THE GEORGIA RESOLUTIONS

Conservative Southern View of the Situation.

WASHINGTON, Friday, Oct. 14, 1864.

The following letter from the rebel Vice- -
President, the Hon. Alex. H Stephens, glv
lug his views upon the peace movement, was
written lu answer to a letter addressed to
him bv several of his fellow-citize- of
Georgia:

CRAWFORDSVILLE, GA., Sept. 22, 1864.

Gentlemen: You will please excuso mo
for not answering your letter or the 14th
lust, sooner. 1 have been absent nearly a
week on a visit to my brother In Spuria
who has been quite out of health for some
time. Your letter I found here on my re
turn home yesterday. The delay ofmy re-dI-

thus occasioned I regret.
Without lurther explanation or apologjy

allow me uow to say to you that no person
living can posstDiy luei a more anient ae-Bi- re

lor an end to bo put to this unnatural
and merciless war upon honorable and just
terms than I do. lint 1 really do not see
tliut It is In my power or yours, or that of
any number of persons In our position, to
inaugurate any movement that will evcii
tend to aid In bringing about a result that
we and so many more uesire.

Tho movement bv our Legislature ot its
last session, at the suggestion of the Execu
tive, on this subject, was by autuoruy prop
erlv constituted lor such a purpose.

That movement, In my judgment, was
timely, judicious ana in tne rigiituirection
Nor liiut it been without results. The or
ganization of that party at the North to
which you refer may justly be claimed as a
part of the fruits of it. These, it is to be
hoped, will he followed by others of a more
marked character, If all in both sections
who sincerely desire peace upon correct
terms will give that movement thus imiu
gurated all the aid in their power.

The resolutions of the Georgia Lesisla
ture at its last session, upon the subject of
peace, In my judgment, embodied and sec
forth very clearly those principles upon
which alone there can be permanent peace
between the different sections ot this ex-

tensive, once happy and prosperous, but
now distracted country.

Easy nnd perfect solutions to all present
troubles, and those fur more grievous oiks
which loom in prospect, nnd portentously
threaten in the coining future, is nothing
more than the simple recognition of the
fundamental principle ana irucn upon
which all American constitutional liberty
is founded, and upon tlie maintenance of
which alone it cau be preserved that is,
the sovereignty, the ultimate, absolute sov-

ereignty of the States. This doctrine our
Legislature announce to tho people at the
North and to the world. It is the only key-
note to peace permanent, lasting peace
consistent Willi tne security oi me puouc
liberty.

The old confederation was formed upon
this principle. The old Union was alter-wur- ds

formed upon this principle. No
league can ever be formed or maintained
between any StatcNortu or South, secur
ing public liberty, upon any other princi
ple.

The whole framework of American In
stitutions, which in so short a time had won
the admiration or the world, ana to wnicn
we were indebted for such an unparullcd
career ot prosperity and happiness, was
formed upon this principle. All our pres-
ent troubles sprung from a departure from
this principle, from a violation of this es
sential law of our political organization.

In 1770 our ancestors and tbe ancestors ot
those who are waging this unholy crusade
against us together proclaimed the great
and eternal truth for the maintenance of
which they jointly pledged their lives, their
fortunes, and their sacred honor, that Gov
ernments are instituted amongst men, de
riving their just powers from the consent of
the governed, ana that whenever any lorm
of Government becomesdestructiveoftho.se
i nils for which it was formed, it is the right
of the people to alter or abolish it and insti-
tute a new Government, laying its founda-
tions on such principles, and organizing its
powers in such a form as to them may seem
most likely to effect their safety and happi-
ness.

It is needless here to state that by "peo-
ple" and "governed," in this annunciation,
is meant communities aud bodies of men
capable of organizing aud maintaining a
Government, not individual members ot so
ciety. The consent of the governed refers
to ttie will of the moss ot the community
or State in its organized form, aud express-
ed through its legitimate and properly con-
stituted organs. It was upon this principle
the Colonists stood justified before the
world In effecting their separation from the
mother country. It was upon this princi-
ple that the original thirteen co-eq- and

Slates formed the Federal
compact ot the old Union in 1787. It is
upon the same principle that the present

and States of our
Confederacy formed their new compact of
union.

The idea that the old Union or any Union
between sovereign States, consistently w ith
this fundamental truth, can be maintained
by force is preposterous. This war springs
from an attempt to do this preposterous
thing. Superior power may compel a
Union of some sort, but it would not be the
Union of the old Constitution or of our
new.

The subjugation of the people of the
South by the people of the North would
necessarily Involve the destruction of the
Constitution, and the overthrow of their
1 iberties as well as ours. The men or party
f.t the North to whom you refer, who favor
peace, must be brought to a full realization
of this truth in all its bearings, before their
efforts will result in much practical good.
Any peace growing out of a union of States
established by force will be as ruinous to
them as to us.

The action of the Chicago Convention, so
far as its Platform of principles aroes. pre
sents, as I have said on another occasion, a
ray of light which, under Providence, may
prove tne dawn or tne day to tins long auu
cheerless Light, tho first ray of light 1

bave seen lrom tne jNortn since me war
began. This cheers the heart, and towards
it I could almost exclaim i "ILiil.holy light,
offspring of Heaven, first born of the eter
nal beam. May i express mee
unmanned, since God Is light." .

Indeed, I could have quite so exclaimed.
but for the sad reflection that whether it
ahull bring healing in its beams or be lost
hi a dark and ominous eclipse ere its goou
work be done, depends so much upon the
action of others who may not regard it and
view it as I do. So at best it Is but a ray, a
small and tremulous ray, enough only to
gladden the heart and quicken the nope.

The prominent and leading Idea of that
Convention seems to have been a desire to
reacli a peaceful adlustment of our present
difficulties and strife through the medium
of a Convention of the States. They pro
pose to suspend hostilities to sea what can
be done, if anything, by negotiations of
some sort. This is one step in the right
direction. To such u Convention of the
States I have no objection, as a peacerul
ennference and interchange of views be
tween equal and sovereign Powers, just
as the Convention or uoi was called anu
assembled.

Tho properly constituted authorities at
Wnshlmrton and Richmond, the duly au
thorized representatives ot the two confed
eracies or states now at war wiin eacn
other, mlirht irlve their assent to such
proposition. Good might result from it.
It would be an appeal on both sides from
the sword to reason and justice. All wars
which do not result in the extinction or ex
termination of one side or the other, must
be ended sooner or1 later by some sort of
negotiation. : ' ' I

From the discussion or interchange of
views in such a Convention, the history as
well as the true nature of our institutions,

and the relation of tho States toward each
other and toward the federal head, would
doubtless be much better understood gen-

erally, than they now ore : but I should
favor such a proposition only as a peaceful
eonfereiree, as the Convention of 1787 was.
I should bo opposed to leaving the ques-

tions at issue to the absolute decision of
such a body.

Delegates might be clothed with powers
to consult and agree, if they could, upon
some plan of adjustment, to be submitted
for subsequent ratification by the sovert lgn
States whom It affected, before It should be
obligatory or binding, and then binding
only on such as should so ratify it. . It be-

comes the people of tho South, as well as
the people of the North, to be quite as
watchful and Jealous of their rights as their
common ancestors were.

The maintenance of liberty in all ages,
times and countries, when and where it has
existed, has required not only constant vig-

ilance and lealousy, but it has often required
the greatest privations and suflei ings and
sacrifices that people or States are ever sub-

jected to. Through such an ordeal we are
now passing. Through a like and even
severer ordeal our ancestors passed, In

their struggle for the principles which it
has devolved upon us thus to defend and
maintain.

But great as our sufferings and sacrifices
have been aud are, to which you allude,
they aro as yet far short of the like suffer-

ings and sacrifices, which our fathers bore
with patience, courage and fortitude, in
the crisis that tried men's souls, in their
day. These are the virtues that sustained
them in their hour of need. Their illus-
trious and glorious example bids us not to
underestimate t ho priceless inheritance they
achieved for us at such a cost of treasure
and blood.

Great as are the odds we are struggling
against, they are not greater than those
against which they successfully struggled.
In point of reverses, our condition is not
to be compared with theirs. Should Mobile,
Savannah, Charleston, Augusta, Macon,
Montgomery, and even Petersburg and
Richmond full, oifr condition would not
then be worse or less hopeful than theirs
was In the darkest hour that rested on their
fortunes.

With wisdom on the part of those who
control our destiny in the cabinet and in
the field, in husbanding and properly wield-

ing our resources at their command, and in
securing the hearts and affections of the
people in the great cause of rightand liber-

ty for which we are struggling, we could
suffer all these losses and calamities, and
greater even, and still triumph in the end.

At present, however, I do not see, as I
stated in the outset, that you or I, or any
number of persons in our position, can do
ftiivthliiir toward inaugurating any new
movement looking to a peaceful solution of
the present strife. The war on our part is
fairly and entirely defensive In its charac-
ter. How long it will continue to be thus
wickedly and m rcilessly waged against us
depends upon the people of the North.

Georgia, our own State, to whom we owe
allegiance, has with great unanimity pro-
claimed the principles upon which a just
and permanent epeafce ought to be sought
and obtained. The Congress of the Con-

federate States has followed with an In-

dorsement of these principles. All you and
I, and others in our position, therefore, can
do on that line at this time, is to sustain the
movement already Inaugurated, and to the
utmost of our ability, to hold up these prin-
ciples as the surest hope of restoring sound-
ness to the public mind of the North, as the
brazen serpent wos held up for the healing
of Israel In the wilderness.

The chief aid and encouragement we can
give the Peace Party at tho North, lb to keep
before them these great fundamental prin-
ciples and truths, which alone will lead
them and us to permanent and lasting
peace, with possession and enjoyment of
constitutional liberty. With these princl-nle- s

oneo rpcntnilzpfil the future would take
care of Itself, und there would be ffo moreJ
war so long as thej should be adhered to.

All questions of boundaries, confederacies
and Union or Unions would naturally and
easily adjust themselves, according to the
interest of the parties and the exigencies of
the times. Herein lies the true law of the
balance of power and the harmony of States.
